1 . I am an inventor of the subject matter described and claimed in the above- 
captioned patent application. 

2. I have conducted experiments demonstrating that T cells expressing the 
chimeric molecules of this invention can recognize PSMA expressing tumor cells in a 
MHC-independent fashion, resulting in T-cell activation. The activated T cells target 
cell lysis in vitro, and effectively inhibit tumor growth in vivo. These results are 
described in the enclosed publication entitled "Anti-prostate specific membrane antigen 
designer T cells for prostate cancer therapy," (Ma et al., The Prostate 61:12-15, 2004).
